Black college grads 
are better prepared

Black colleges do a better 
Job of motivating and prepar- 
ing black students Uian Inte- 
grated schools, according to a 
new study. 

Students at black colleges 
also gain more Intellectually 
than peers at Integrated 
schools, says Jacqueline Flem- 
ing, a New York City psycholo- 
gist and adjunct professor at 
Barnard College. 

During the past seven years, 
Fleming studied 2,500 black 
and 500 white freshmen and 
seniors at 1 5 colleges — Includ- 
ing Spellman College In Atlan- 
ta. Ohio State University In Co- 
lumbus and the University of 
Houston. 

"Black colleges have so few 
resources, a lot of them have 
severe financial difficulties 



you don't find at white colleges. 
But Uie Interaction of students 
and faculty produces the moti- 
vation for students to achieve. 

"That motivation lasts a life- 
time and enables students to 
successfully compete In the 
real world," Fleming says. 

Her research shows that 
many black students at mostly- 
white colleges feel alienated 
and can't develop mentor rela- 
tionships with professors. 

"The mentor relationship Is 
one of the most Important 
things students get out of col- 
lege," she says. 

Blacks at black colleges also 
gained more confidence by 
their senior year than blacks at 
Integrated colleges, Fleming 
says. This Increased confi- 
dence makes these students 
more eager to compete against 
whites In academics and the 
business world, she says.

A 1984 honor graduate of Livingstone College with a degree in 
Physical Education, White returned to school in the fall to com- 
plete his eligibility and earn a general major in Early Childhood 
Education. 

While running for 1068 yards in 1984, he became the most 
prolific rusher in the history of Livingstone and the Central 
Intercollegite Athletic Association with 4075 yards during his 
four-year career. 

"JoJo" earned "CIAA Offensive Player of the Year" honors 
in 1983 and 1984 and was a four-time AIIC1AA selection and 
three-time All-NAIA District 26 selection. He was named the 
Washington Pigskin Club "Small College Player of the Year" in 
1983 and 1984 respectively and was named the Atlanta 100% 
Wrong Club Small College Offensive Player of the year in 1983. 

White set numerous school records including 322 yards rush- 
ing against Bowie State in a 65-27 victory on November 6, 1982 
and a single season record of 1 149 yards in 1982. He scored 38 
touchdowns and a total of 236 points during his career while 
averaging 5.8 per carry and 29.6 per reception. 

White was named to several All-America teams as a junior and 
senior which include two-time Sheridan Broadcasting Network 
first team, two-time Black College Review first team, NAIA and 
NCAA two-time honorable mention All-America and as a senior 
Kodak NCAA Division II first team All-America. 

He was voted "Most Valuable Player and Most Outstanding 
Offensive Back" all four years at Livingstone. He was a three- 
time winner of the prestigous Sidney Greene A ward as A thlete of 
the year and two-time winner of the Baxter Holman Award as the 
Outstanding Scholar Athlete in Track and Football.

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A Historical View Of Hood Theological 
Seminary 




Hood Theological Seminary, as we know it, was conceived of and established as a department, of the "Zion Wesley Institute" in 1879. The 
Fathers' of the African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, nurturing the dream of the Reverend James Walker Hood, established and built an 
institution that would educate the heart as well as the head and hand of black youth. 

Joseph Charles Price believed that "... Individuals and men of different professions passing mental or moral worth may do great good in this 
direction, but there is no man among the colored people whose scope of usefulness is so large and duty so apparent and urgent as the Negro 
Preacher. " 

In this view the following highlights of activities have resulted in the establishment and building of the Hood Theological Seminary, as drawn 
from the archives of the Seminary, and its Heritage Hall facility. 

In 1904, the General Conference of the A.M.E. Zion Church appropriated $20,000.00 for the construction of the Seminary housing that was to 
be named after Bishop James Walker Hood. 

In 1906, the cornerstone for "Hood Theological Seminary" was set in place. Hood Seminary has been a viable institution for the training of 
Blacks since 1906. For a brief period of time, owing in part to the difficulties of the Great Depression, the doors of the Seminary were closed. Dr. 
W.J. Trent found the doors of the Seminary closed on his assumption of the post of President of Livingstone College. During the early years of 
his administration, Dr. Trent worked, almost at a fever pitch to reopen the doors of the Seminary. 

In 1965, after intensive fund raising drive by the A.M.E. Zion Church, Hood Theological Seminary moved to a new building that was 
constructed on land donated by the late Bishop William Jacob Walls. The William Jacob Walls Center, named after the late Bishop and his 
widow, was erected on this land at a cost in excess of $465,000. Hood Theological Seminary maintains the original Hood Theological Seminary 
Facility for campus religious life activities of Livingstone College. 

As can be seen from the above chronicle of his history. Hood Theological Seminary is one of America's "grassroots" institutions, its 
uniqueness lies in hits history of becoming one of the authentic examples of the Negro/Black man 's capacity to create and substain institutions 
to serve his needs amidst his peculiar circumstances of existence in this country.
